Editor Constitutions This city is an 
example of the westward ho! of 
empire and astonishing growth of our 
great cities, lying on the west bank of the 
grat Mississippi. It stretehes about eighteen 
miles from north to south, while from east to 
west it has an extent of five or six miles. It 
has, as do almost all great cities, narrow 
streets with houses jammed together in an 
awkward manner. Doubtless the early 
inhabitants of the village of St. Louis had no 
idea of the proportions to which it has grown. 
We were told on the floor of the convention, 
by an old brother of the city, that within bis 
memory the wolves were wont to howl about 
Chauteau Pond, and the hunter frequently re- 
turned from this wild waste & town, laden 
with deer and turkeys, the rich spails of the 
chase. Now, on the site of that then wilder- 
ness stands the ‘Third Baptist Chureh, the 
new county jail, and LaFayette Park, and it 
is now one of the most densely populated dis- 
tricts of the city. 

There are many objects to attract the at-

THE 8ST. LOUIS MERCANTILE LIBRARY AS8sO- 

CIATION. 

In company with Mr. F. A. Minor, I visit- 
ed their hall, and was pleased to see such an 
extensive and vuried collection. 

A large collection of statuary adorns the 
room, conspicuous among which are some 
busts and life statues in marble, by Miss 
llosmer, who wasa natiye of the city. I 
saw also a considerable display of paintings 
and statuetes in bronze. My attention was 

called to a larger marble slab sawn from the 
walls of the lately. discovered ancient city of 
Ninevah, It was a present to the Associa- 
tion from a distinguished tourist and anti- 
quary. The library of this Association is 
very large, numbering thousands of volumes, 
varied, comprising works of all good authors 
and treating on almost every subject, con- 
nected with this is the feading Room, in 
which are constantly collected quite a num-

THE RESERVOIR. 

This is a huge structure of dressed lime- 
stone laid in cement, the walls about ten feet 
thick, and thirty feet high. It covers aspace 
of ten acres. I confess, Mr. Editor, the 
thought of the number of gallons in this 
vast lake bewilders me, perhaps some of the 
late attaches of his Execllenc y, Gov. Bullock, 
having familiarized themselves in gigantic 
calculations as they divided and tecbed out 
among themselves the earnings of the Vest- 
ern and Atlantic Railroad, could tell us. The 
water to supply this reservoir is drawn from 
the Mississippi, six miles above the city.
